New York, November 1.—The attorney- 
general of the state of New York, Charles F. 
Labor, sent his opinion today in response toa 
query sent to him by Hugo S. Mack, secretary 
of the lawyérs’ Cleveland and Thurman club 
of New York city, onthe legality of holding 
tlhe polls open after 4 o’clock. The inquiry 
arose from the fact that some of the 
election districts over a thuusand voters 
were registered, and it would be 
impossible for all the yotes to be polled be- 
tween the hours of6a.m.and 4p.m.

ALLY CLOSED. 
COUNTING THE NOSES OF THE VOTERS 


Dudley's Circular and’ Ita Effect—Some of 
the Dirty Tricks Resoried to “by 
Republicans—Monster Meetings. 
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INDIANAPOLIS, November 1.——fStaff Cor- 
respoudence.]—The republican leadé@rs are 
even more demoralized today than they were 
yesterday over the secret instructions issued to 
the county managers by Mr. Dudley, to have 
the yoters formed into blocks of five with a 
discreet man at their head, supplied with 
Sbundant cash. The prompt action of Chair- 
man Huston in repudiating Dudley, taken 
after a protracted private conference with 
General Harrison, is likely to breed more 
trouble before election day. 

It is now recalled that Mr. Dudley is Gener- 
ai Harrison’s personal representative on the 
national committee, and that General Harfi- 
son had full knowledge of Dudley’s character 
and antecedents. The story of Dudley’s cov- 
ering the state with two dollar bills was a dis- 
grace which decent Indianians have been doing 
their best to consign to oblivion. It was with 
Surprise, therefore, that the Gresham republl- 
eans of Indiana, who assume to be the repre- 
sentatives of Indiana piety, heard that General 
Harrison desired the presence of Dudley on 
the national committee. They are not 
at all surprised at the appearance 
of Dudley’s latest epistle, and it would not 
how astonish me if the vote for Fiske did not 
grow into larger proportions through the dis- 
gusted Gresham republicans abandoning their 
party: Indeed, Governor St. John intimated 
in conversation last night that large numbers 
of these people had already approached him. 

_ “Ts the cause of the third party advancing ?”’ 
was asked Governor St. John. 

“Indeed it is,’ he replied. ‘At the coming 
election the party will develop such strength 
as to cause one of the old parties to disinte- 
grate.

‘In the only two presidential elections in 
many years that the democrats have carried 
ti@'State, {ndiana was represented on the 
ticket. They knew better than the republi- 
cans how important it was. When Harrison 
was nominated at Chicago, they realized that 
the state was lost to them, butthey could not 
abandon the fight. They passed the word 
along the line that clubs must be organized, 
andthe party must be held together ready for 
fight. Local committees were advised to spend 
money freely, and were given the assurance 
that they would not only be reimbursed, but 
they would be given a great deal more besides. 
This was the condition of tlhe party 
when the national committee’s attention 
was directed to the  sittation. The 
Indiana politicians went before it with the 
statement that Indiana could not possibly be 
carried against Beu Harrison’s popularity, un 
less money should be sent into the state with 
great liberality. They went in blindly, and 
they have been going it blindly ever since. 
Until a few days ago, no one was heard claim- 
ing the state forthem. I knowitto be a fact 
that there are thousands of democrats in Ind- 
iana who will vote for Ben Harrison because 
they admire him and desire to see a worthy cit- 
izen of the state in the presideniial chair. 
Harrison’s plurality will not fall below 10,000. 
I expect it to be nearer 18,000, if the 
election is fair. The republicans expect to 
carry the first district again, and elect Frank 
B. Posey as the successor of General Hovey. 
The second district, which has always been 
democratic, is almost certain to be carried by 
Mr. Braxton, republican, In the third, Jason 
Brown is very unpopular, aud thereis a good 
prospect for carrying that district.

The appeals to state pride have little or no 
effect.

Bow THEY WORK IT, 

It has been discoveréd today that the large 
manufacturers will attempt wholesale intimi- 
dation next Tuesday. They have suddenly 
discovered that there is a great rush of busi- 
ness and that they have orders ahead that can- 
not be filled.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
The Jenkins Case Nol Prossed in Judge Rich- 
ard Clark’s Office. 


The Jenkins case was nol prossed yesterday 
before Judge Richard Clark. 

The case is a rather remarkable one. 

Jenkins came to Atlanta several years ago, 
and living with him as his wife was a woman 
that claims to have married him in New York. 
After living with her here for severa] year s, 
Jenkins deserted her and married Miss Josie 
Christler, of Atlanta. 

About two months ago the New York woman 
broyght suit for alimony. ‘The case was tried 
before Judge Marshall J. Clarke, and the suit 
was decided in the woman’s favor. The question 
as to the New York marriage was gone into, 
and Mrs, Jenkins No. 1 was granted alimony, 
and aS surety therefor a lien on Jenkins’s 
property, 

The trial of Jenkins for bigamy came on as 
a matter of course. 

The case is a striking one as illustrating the 
difference as to degree of certainty required in 
civilandin criminal prosecution, Fhe evi- 
dence in the civil suit showed with a reasona- 
bie degree of certainty that Jenkins was mar- 
ried to the New York woman. The same evi- 
dence could not convict Jenkins ina criminal 
suit. 


Before Judge Richard Clark, Will Caldwell 
was found guilty of assault and battery. The 
indictment was for assault with intent to mur- 
der. He was fined $150, or twelve months. 

Dan Clark, known also as Dan Falvey, was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $300, or be impris- 
oned for twelve months, He was convicted of 
stabbing. 

The trial of an old colored man, charged 
with bigamy, was taken up yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Clark. It will be finished 
today. 

"In the city court, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, the jury returned a verdict for 
$2,500 in the case of Cook vs. the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. This is the second trial of 
the case. The suit was for $25,000. The first 
verdict, given June 15, 1888, was for $10,000. 

The case of Pair vs. the East Tennesseoc, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad was taken up 
in city copr& and will be finished today. The 
suit is for $5,000. 

Before Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday 
the jury returned a verdict for the defendant 
in the case of Carter vs. the Georgia railroad. 

The divoree suit of James R. Edwards was 
tried before Judge Clarke. The alleged ground 
was desertion. The wife filed across action 
for divorce, claiming that the plaintiff had de- 
serted her instead of her deserting him. : 

She wanted a total divorce. There were 
five negroes on the jury that tried the case. A 
verdict was given for the defendant and the 
wife was granted a first verdict for divorce. 

In the clerk’s office yesterday Anna R. Har- 
ris filed two suits against her husband, George 
Harris, One suit prays for divorce upon tle 
ground of cruel treatment. The other suit 
was for alimony.

I want everything cleared up before I go.’’ 
“What was your sentence—four years or 
ive ?’ ° 

‘Treally don’t know,’ said Fleming. “T 
didn’t hear the judge when he read it out.’’ 

‘You mean to say you do not know how 
many years you have to serve ?”’ 

‘‘No, I don’t know how many. I really do 
not.”’ 

All of which goes to show that the blind 
bigamist don’t tell the truth all the time. The 
statement is given for what it is worth: 

“Samuel Fleming, the blind bigamist; as they call 
him, says: I have happened to room with George 
Edidleman ever since he has been in jail. If there 
is any poace in jail that G. E. would confide in, it 
would be myself. He never told me he had the 
jury fixed; neither did he eversay to me that he 
expected to be acquitted. I never told any one that 
George Eddleman said he had the jury fixed, and I 
herewith deny the statement printed in this morn- 
ing’s CONSTITUTION, and wish it corrected at once. 

. “SAMUEL FLEMING,” 
Albritton in Jall, 

I. S. Albritton, the juryman from Oak 
Grove, spends his spare time now, and all his 
time, in George Eddleman’s cell. 

He can’t help it. 

Fleming, the blind bigamist, shares the cell 
with him, 

“Tt takes me some time to get acquainted, 
you know,’’ said Fleming, ‘‘and I really don’t 
know much about Albritton.’’ 

Albritton himself was called to the door of 
the cell. 

“Who wants to see me?’’ heasked Jailer 
Seab Ozburn, 

‘A reporter—”’ 

‘‘Well, Mr. Ozburn, I don’t want to see any 
reporters. I’ve made my statement, and its 
all IT can say.” 

“Well, what about—”’ 

‘‘T don’t mean to be impolite, sir, and I don’t 
want to talk to you. I wish to God the papers 
would just let it alone. -They have ruined me 
already.” 

And the distinguished juror disappeared as 
abruptly as if the earth had swallowed him up. 

Albritton is greatly troubled about the 
matter, 

“He honestly thought he was going to be 
lynched,” Said one of the men in the jail office. 
“T never saw a fellow soscared up. He stayed 
awake all night long and begged us to keep a 
lookout and not let anybody get into the jail.” 

About Those Witnesses. 

All sorts of rumors are afloatin regard to the 
pending investigation before the grand jury of 
the alleged subornation of the two witnesses, 
Hetlin and McCord. 

A large number of witnesses have becn sum- 
moned to appear before the grand jury Satur- 
day. 

Due of them is Mr. Horace Owens. His tes- 
timony before the grand jury, according toa 
statement made by him yesterday, will be sub- 
stantially as follows: 

‘Some time before the trial of Eddleman I 
was atthe National hotel one day, when a 
friend remarked to me:

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Jenkins Case Nol Prossed in Judge Rich- 
ard Clark’s Office. 


The Jenking case was nol prossed yesterday 
before Judge Richard Clark. 

The case is a rather remarkable one. 

Jenkins came to Atlanta several years ago, 
and living with him as his wife was a woman 
that claims to have married him in New York. 
After living with her here for several years, 
Jenkins deserted her and married Miss Josie 
Christler, of Atlanta. 

About two months ago the New York woman 
brought suit for alimony. The case was tried 
before Judge Marshall J. Clarke, and the suit 
was decided in the woman’s favor. The question 
as to the New York marriage was gone into, 
and Mrs, Jenkins No. 1 was granted alimony, 
and aS surety therefor a lien on Jenkins’s 
property. 

The trial of Jenkins for bigamy came on as 
a matter of course. 

The case is a striking one as illustrating the 
difference as to degree of certainty required in 
civilandin criminal prosecution, The evi- 
dence in the civil suit showed with a reasona- 
bie degree of certainty that Jenkins was mar- 
ried to the New York woman. The same evi- 
dence could not convict Jenkins ina criminal 
suit. ; 


Before Judge Richar@Clark, Will Caldwell 
was found guilty of assault and battery. The 
indictment was for assault with intent to mur- 
der. He was fined $150, or twelve months. 

Dan Clark, known also as Dan Falvey, was 
sentenced to pay a fine of 3300, or be impris- 
oned for twelye months. He was convicted of 
stabbing. 

The trial of an old colored man, charged 
with bigamy, was taken up yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Clark. It will be finished 
today. 

*In the city court, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, the jury returned a verdict for 
$2,500 in the case of Cook vs. the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. This is the second trial of 
the case. The suit was for $25,000. The first 
verdict, given June 15, 1888, was for $10,000.

The case of Pair vs. the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad was taken up 
in city coprs& and will be finished today. The 
suit is for $5,000. 

Before Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday 
the jury returned a verdict for the defendant 
in the case of Carter vs. the Georgia railroad. 

The divorcee suit of James R. Edwards was 
tried before Judge Clarke. The alleged ground 
was desertion. The wife filed across action 
for divorce, claiming that the plaintiff had de-

There were 
five negroes on the jury that tried the case. A 
verdict was given for the defendant and the 
wife was granted a first verdict for divorce.

EDDLEMAN TALKS.! 


HE ISIN CONYERS AND WILL COME 
TI) ATLANTA, 


He Denies Any Wrong on the Part of Jurors 
and Witnesses—Albritton Takes It Um 
easily—Fleming Writes a Card. 


“Going back? Of course I’m going back.” 

The speaker crossed his crippled leg over the 
sound one and nodded his head by way of em- 
phasis to the statement. 

“Yes, sir,’’ he repeated, “and I think that 
the best people of Atlanta disapprove of all 
this hurrah and excitement.” 

The speaker was George H. Eddleman. 

He is now quartered with his wife and son 
Wallace, at the home of Rev. C. C. Whité, 
about three miles from Conyers. He was 
found their yesterday afternoon by a CoNsTTI- 
TUTION correspondent and to him Eddleman 
made the statement quoted. : 

“What about spending money to get a ver- 
dict ?’’ 

‘Not a dollar was spent on that jury, or on 
the witnesses. All that talk is outrageous 
slander. I never knew but one man on the 
jury. I had been introduced to one other man 
bat the acquaintance was slight, and tothe 
rest ofthe jury I was an absolute stranger. 
I notice that in THe CONSTITUTION 
of this morning, Fleming, the blind bigamist, 
that occupied the cell with me while I was in 
jail in Atlanta, is quoted as saying: that I told 
him that I had the jury fixed. {f never said 
that and I don’t believe Fleming said it.”’ 

‘‘And you are going back to Atlanta?”’ 

‘In a few days—just as soonas I can rest 
up.” 

A Statement, 

The following statement was furnished yes- 
terday by Fleming. The old man requested 
that it be published over his own name: : 

“I’m going away before long,”’ he said, ‘and 
I want everything cleared up before I go.”’ 

“What was your sentence—four years or 
five ?’ . 

“T really don’t know,’ said Fleming. ‘I 
didn’t hear the judge when he read it out.’’ 

“You mean to say you do not know how 

many years you have to serve ?”’ 
‘‘No, 1 don’t know how many. I really do 
not.’’ 
All of which goes to show that the blind 
bigamist don’t tell the truth all the time. The 
statement is given for what it is worth: 

“Samuel Fleming, the blind bigamist; as they call 
him, says: I have happened to room with George 
Eddleman ever since he has been in jail. If there 
is any person in jail that G. E. would confide in, it 
would be myself, Henever told me he had the 
jury fixed; neither did he ever say to me that he 
expected to be acquitted. I never told any one that 
George Eddleman said he had the jury fixed, and I 
herewith deny the statement printed in this morn- 
ing’s CONSTITUTION, and wish it corrected at once. 

“SAMUEL FLEMING,” 
Albritton in Jail. 


I. S. Albritton, the juryman from Oak 
Grove, spends his spare time now, and all his 
time, in George Eddleman’s cell. 

He can’t help it. 

Fleming, the blind bigamist, shares the cell 
with him, 

“Tt takes me some time to get acquainted, 
you kuow,” said Fleming, ‘‘and I really don’t 
know much about Albritton.”’ 

Albritton himself was called to the door of 
the cell. 

‘Who wants to seo me?’’ he asked Jailer 
Seab Ozburn., 

‘A reporter—”’ 

“Well, Mr. Ozburn, I don’t want to see any 
reporters. I’ve made my statement, and its 
all I can say.” 

“Well, what about—” 

‘*T don’t mean to be impolite, sir, and I don’t 
want to talk to you. I wish to God the papers 
would just let it alone. They have ruined me 
already.”’ 

And the distinguished juror disappeared as 
abruptly as if the earth had swallowed him up. 

Albritton is greatly troubled about the 
matter, 

“He honestly chought he was going to be 
lynched,” Said one of the men in the jail oflice. 
‘*T never saw a fellow soscaredup. He stayed 
awake all night long and begged us to keep a 
lookout and not let anybody get into the jail.” 

About Those Witnesses. 

All sorts of rumors are afloatin regard to the 
pending investigation before the grand jury of 
the alleged subornation of the two witnesses, 
Heflin and McCord. 

A large number of witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear before the grand jury Satur- 
day. 
ae of them is Mr. Horace Owens. His tes- 
timony before the grand jury, according toa 
statement made by him yesterday, will be sub- 
stantially as follows: 

‘‘Some time before the trial of Eddleman I 
was atthe National hotel one day, when a 
friend remarked to me: 

“If you'll go there to that window, Owens, 
and listen awhile you’) get on to something.’ 

“His manner impressed me, and I did as he 
directed. I moved close to a window in 
which there was a broken pane, and 
on the other side of which 
I could see and hear this Detective Hildebrand 
in conversation with Heflin and McCord. I 
heard him unfold the whole thing tothem. He 
said that if they would swear to that story 
about Gresham having a knife they would be 
paid $250 each. He told them they needn’t 
be scared about it, that the money would be 
paid. Heflin said: 

“But suppose they go to work and 
prove that we were not there ?’ 

‘**You needn’t be afraid of that,’ said Hilde 
brand, ‘there’ll be too much excitement for 
anything of that kind.’ 

“'They agreed to swear that Gresham had a 
knife. Atthat time Heflin was pretty seedy 
in his general appearance, but soon after that 
he came out in a new suit.”’ ;

fem, were able to hold the officers of the | 


government in duress to such an extent that

This was the casein the recent change 
which brought President Le’gitime into of- 
fice.

As we 
have said before, there seems to be not the 
slightest doubt that the writing of the Sack- 
ville letter and the publication thereof by 
certain republican newspapers were the re- 
sult of a republican conspiracy to which the 
British minister lent himself.

The people of the south can take, as it 
were, a retrospective view of the situation 
in Brazil. The labor system of that coun- 


| try is suffering from a mild form of the dis- 


order that prevailed in ours immediately 
after the war, Happily they have none of 
the calamities that in our case went along 
with the disorganizat.on of labor; but that 
disorder alone is enourh to cause the plant- 
ers of Brazil a good deal of inconvenience, 


| and perhaps some slight loss for a time. 


The pessimists among them take a gloomier 
view of the situation, which to them seems 
likely to bankrupt the agricultural interests 
of the country. The coffee crop, which is

| this, has been produced by mortgaging the 


plantations for supplies advanced from year 
to year. With this state of affairs, the 
emancipation of their slaves put the farmers 
in a position where, withont money to buy 
supplies or pay wages, it segms impossible 
to makeacrop. It appeared equally imprac- 
ticable to partition out the land among the 
slaves for tillage on shares, for the freedmen 
had nothing wherewith to feed themselves 
during the three years required to bring the 
coffee trees Into bearing. To add to the 
difficulty of the situation, it became appar- 
ent that speculators were on the alert to take 
advantage of the situation. 

It is not surprising that in this state of 
affairs there arose. a reactionary feeling 
against the imperial household, with whom 
the planters felt aggrieved for depriving 
them of their slaves; and the cry, ‘(Down 
with slavery,’’ was succeeded in some 
quarters by the ery, ‘‘Down with monarchy, 
the sum of all slavery.’’ ‘This language of 
Jose Patrocinio, the mulatto editor of the 
first abolition paper owned by a Brazilian, 
spoke the sentiment of several large classes 
of people, chief ‘among Whom were the 
planters and the army. 

The attachment of the people to the Em- 
peror Dom Pedro reasserted itself, however, 
and on his returnin August he was received 
with demonstrations of joye The paternal! 
character of the government asserted itself 
in the loan, without interest, of $3,000,000 
to the bank of Rio de Janeiro, on condition 
that the bank should add an equal sum, and 
lend the $6,000,000 to the planters at 6 per 
cent interest. This money has enabled the 
planters to employ labor and cultivate thoir 
crops with unabated energy. The freedmen, 
asarule, remain on the plantations and 
work for wages instead of food and clothing. 

The pessimists of Brazil, who.seem to 
have as narrow a patriotism as those in other 
countries, are not slow to give a gloomy 
forecast of tlie results of the policy which 
has relieved the embarrassment of the 
planters, and, taking as a text the fact that 
the money was borrowed in England, they 
look sorrowfully to a time when England 
will have put Brazil inthe unhappy position 
of Egypt.- 

Meantime, the currency of Brazil is at par. 
a thing unknown in the past, and the credit 
of the country is better than ever before. 
Ultimately the abolition of slavery in Bra- 
zil must result in an industrial emancipation 
which will usurp the despotism of the one 
crop system and turn the attention of thé 
people to the development of the rich re- 
sources of their country.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Removal of Columbia Seminary to Atlanta. 


Evrrors ConstirutTien: As the suggestion 
to remove to Atlanta the Presbyterian Theological 
seminary, now located in Columbia, &. C., seems to 
be attracting serious attention, please allow an old 
Presbyterian to raise his humble voice against the 
project. Lethim beg a calm consideration of the 
following thoughts: 

1,A good many level-headed Presbyterians 
throughout the country are becoming somewhat 
tired of these theological seminaries, It is claimed 
that they often produce disturbances by promulgat- 
ing hatr splitting dogmas which spread contention 
over the church; that the young men taught 
preaching and evangelistic work along with theol- 
ogy, by some practical, active preacher—the system 
that obtained during the first part of the present 
and all of the last century—were far more ellicient 
than the graduates of these seminaries, in revivais 
and church upbailding; and that less hair splitting 
and theological dogmatizing, and a little more 
practical work and practical preaching are tLe 
needs ofthe present day. 

2. However all this may be, it is certain that Co- 
lumbia Theological seminary isin trouble, and the 
center, if not the source of contentions, which no 
mere removal can stifle or shake off. We wouid, 
therefore, by its removal here, have transferred to 
our midst a cause of much disturbance, if not, 
indeed, a literal Pandora’s box. 

3. The Presbyterian churches in this place, so far, 
have had no internal strife because of this seminary 
fuss. That has been largely owing to circumstances 
which may not bear overstrainipg. Indeed, whilst 
many are strong anti-evolutionists, and many others 
say that Dr. Woodrow should have resigned when 
Dr, Boggs and Dr. Hemphill resigged, still they are 
far from believing that Dr. Woodrow is now, or ever 
will be, an atheist oran infidel, or that his hypo- 
thesis necessarily leads to either. They do not be. 
lieve that hunting him down as though he were a 
vilé criminal! is calenlated to build up our church, 
or make ror it peaee or secure revivals of religion in 
our midst. Many still have great admiration for his 
talents and unabated confidence in his piety 
and soundness. The removing of the sem- 
inary here, and with it the mere aroma, if 
nothing more, of the bitter contentions connected 
with it, would surely scatter troubles broadcast in 
our midst. Letus not deceive ourselves. Let the 
seminary remain where itis, or remove it some- 
where else, but conservative considerations cer-.

TRACK AND TRAFFIC. 


THE TERMINAL’S CONTROL OF THE 
ATLANTIC COAST LINE. 


News and Gossip Concerning the Railroads 
—~Prospective and EstabliShed Koads— 
Brief Mention of Matters in General. 


‘‘Hlow can anyone figure out that the con- 
trol of southern railroads by one corporation 
will benefit Atlanta, or any other city?’ asked 
a railroad man yesterday. 

Without giving time fora reply, he contin- 


ued : 

“T suppose it is an admitted fact that compe- 
tition is the life of trade, and unless there is 
competition among railroads, how are the 
shippers going to be benefitted? And now 
that the. Terminal company has secured con- 
trol of the railroads of this section, where is 
the competition going to come in?” 

‘*'Well, on the face of it, that looks like a 
poser, but I can answer your question by ask- 
ing another,’’ said the gentleman to whom 
these questions had been addressed. P 

“Well, let’s hear you do it, then?” 

“T just want toask you how many years it 
has been since Atlantahas had the benefit of 
any competition in rates?’’ 

“What do you mean ’’ 

“T mean just this. Since the organization 
of the southern railway and steamship associa- 
tion, with the exception of a few minor breaks, 
the rates have been strictly maintained. Of 
course there have been opportunities for asso- 
ciation roads to violate the rules and cut the 
association tariffs, but they have done it very 
rarely.’’ 

“Yes. I know,” said the first speaker, ‘‘but 
there will be no such chances when the roads 
are pooled in traffic interests ?”’ 

“Yes, and I know that, too,’’ was the quick 
answer. ‘‘I know also that the management 
ef all theassociation roads have been living up 
to the maximum of the ‘‘just and reasonable” 
tariff allowed by the state railroad commis- 
sioner, and the Terminal company cannot 
exceed that limit. Then, there is another 
thing to be considered. The cost of managing 
all these roads, under one control, can be ma- 
terially reduced in the various departments, 
and I have no doubt it will be done. Their 
dividends would be increased to just the ex- 
tent of that saving, and I fully agree with the 
railroad man who said, in an interview in THE 
CONSTITHTION, that the Terminal company 
would not invite a_ certain | paralleling 
of their line by an attempt to introduce a rule 
or ruin policy in the management of their 
roads,”’ 

The gentleman who had introduced the sub- 
ject refused to be convinced, however, and his 
parting shot, as he turned to walk away, was 
to the eifect that Atlanta would have more 
railroads and make competition certain. 

The New Roads. 

The projected roads in Georgia are enter- 
prises of greatinterest to the people of the whole 
state and in this city, the railroad center of the state 
and the south, are closely watched. The Atlanta 
and Selma Air-Lfne, the Atlauia and Florida, the 
Atlantic, Atlanta and Great Western, the Marietta 
and North Georgia, the probable extension 
of the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis to Atlanta—all of these, in various 
stages of progress or consideration—are familiar to 
THE CONSTITUTION’S readers. Their future impor- 
tance depends on the developments that will grow 
out of the Terminal company’s control of the roads 
that now cover the state with a network of steel. 

The Value of a Pass. 

Under a recent decision of Judge Ramsey, of 
the Missouri court of appeals, the terrors of riding 
on a free pass are considerably diminished. By this 
decision the t a eler who rides on a free pass, and 
isso unfortunate as to be killed, leaves his heirs 
a good opening for a lawsuit, regardiess 
of the “condition’’ under which the pass 
was granted. The casedecided by Judze Ramsey 
was brought by the holder of the pass who sustained 
injuries while riding on the Missouri Pacitie road. 
The court instructed the jury thatit was the duty 
of the defendent to have done all that human Care, 
skill and ingenuity could devise in the way of safe 
coaches, tracks and machinery. and to kcep the 
same in proper repair; that even though they might 
believe that plaintiff did not pay for mding on the 
train, that such fact did not affect the issues in the 
case and wus no de‘ence, 

Gould’s Desires. 

Speaking of the rumors on Wall street that 
Jay Gould had obtained coniplete control of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, the New York 
Times says: 

He hasbeen a bear and bent on knocking the 
whole stock market to pieces, chietiy—so the gen- 
eral belie®insists—to break the Atchison. He has 
for this reason kept up a bankruptcy rate war in 
Southwestern raiiway rates till he has seen his 
rivals go begging ior financial assistance after abol- 
ishing handsome dividends and confessing to 
Ww bolesale decreases in business, 

Now, should Gould buy the Atchison, after its 
stock has been knocked down to 0U points, 1 would 
mean that the railway war inthe southwest was at 
anend. To Wall street it would signify more than 
this. It would mean that finally Jay Gould was 
done his bear raiding and was ready to turnin for 
one of his old-fashioned bull campaigns. 

With so much blessedness at hand it seems a cru- 
elty to have unbandy facts around. But the truth 
to be told is that Jay Gould hasjnot got the Atchi- 
son—not yet. And if he does get it he has got to do 
some harder hammering then he has done yet. 
However, this is a lasting world, and it may be that, 
afier all, one of these days Mr. Jay Gould may bea 
bull, Just now, though, he isn'tin any such line. 

The Union Palace Car Company. 

The Union Palace Car company, which was 
formed last week by the consolidation of the Wood- 
ruitland Mann Car companies, was fully organized 
at a stockholders’ meeting held at No. 18 Broadway, 
New York. The following board of cirectors was

Co.; John H, Inman, James A. Garland, of the First 
National bank; John Greenough, Danie! C. Corbin, 
John G. Moore, Job H. Jackson and Thomas C. 
Purdy. The directors elected Thomas C. Purdy 
president and Daniel C. Corbin vice-president.

The Alabama Nailroads. 

The Alabama railroad commissioners have 
fiied their report forthe year-ending June 30th, 18388, 
with the governor of the state. The report shows 
that there isin operation in that state 3,205 miles of 
railroad, inciuding branches and sidings. There 
are 7) miles of dummy line track in thestate. Five 
hundred and thirty miles of new railroad was con- 
structed during the year which ended on June 30th. 
The report refers with pride to the rapid increase in 
railroad construction andits resulting benefits in 
the development ot every interest and industry in 
the state. The report is an elaborate compilation of

Talks With Frominent Politicians—New 
York and New Jersey Considered Safe 
With a Western State or Two, 


Wsew York, November 2.—{Staff Corres- 
dence.J—I have given most of today to 
the two headquarters, and to say that the sit- 


uation is badly mixed is an inadequate expres. | 


gion of the shape into which . the national con- 
test has drifted. There isno doubt of the 
sincerity of the confidence of both sides, but I 
am satisfied that the democratic leaders are 
the more sanguine, They hold the inside of 
the track just new ina neck and neck race, 
the finish pole only a length ahead and the 
democratic horse pushing inch by inch ahead. 

As the campaign nears its close the demo- 
crats are growing more satistied, and if I mis- 

take not there are accumulating evidences of 
republican depression. Their leaders secm to 
be constantly in dread that something is going 
to happen, and while they reason among them- 
selves that they ought to win, they fear that 
they will not, as one of the most prominent 
republican leaders in the country expressed it 
to me today in a confidential chat. 

‘‘J am confident, but not more so than four 
years ago. Consequently I am prepared now 
for what completely upset us then.”’ 

At the republican headquarters the policy is 
¢o claim everything, which they are doing 
with magnificent liberality. They are tiguring 
on a solid north against a solid south, with the 
probable loss of New Jersey, on which they do 
not rely. 

Good News From the West. 

At the democratic headquarters therejfis 
even a stronger feeling of contidence, and 
Connecticut is considered the most doubtful 
of the doubtful states. The strongest advices 
are being constantly received from Michigan, 
Illinois and California, stating that the demo- 
crats in each of these states are confident 
of success. The republicans are ‘afraid of 
Michigan particularly and the national com- 
mittee is hard at work on jt today. It is said 
that the state will be thoroughly soaked with 
republican boodle on the day of election: that 
the republicans have the advantage in the 
magnitude of their campaign fund. 

There is but little doubt that Chairman Quay 
has been crying help from the housetdps, and 
the only thing that he has said during the 
whole campaign is ‘‘money.”’ He is as silent 
as the sphinx and keeps his month serenely 
shut except to call for boodle. But he is the 
sort of man to get this, and rumor has it that 
he has succeeded wonderfully well-in raising 
animmense iund. This may havyéa very di- 
rect bearing on the result. : 

The betting is largely in favor of the democ- 
racy. An incident which comes under my own 
observation proves to show the drift. I saw 
yesterday a bet made of $10,000 against $9,000 
with odds on Cleveland, with a forfeit of five 
hundred dollars on withdrawal.
